This Easement, Right-of-Way and Surface Use Agreement (“Agreement”) is entered into this R4k e
day of & {s ., 2011 by and between Clinton L Moon, whose address is HC 64 Box 113 Duchesne, UT
84021 (“Surface Owner,” whether one or more) and Newfield Production Company, a Texas corporation
(“NEWFIELD”), with offices at 1001 Seventeenth Street, Suite 2000, Denver, Colorado 80202, covering
certain lands, (the “Lands”) situated in Duchesne County, Utah described as follows:

For and in consideration of the sum of ten dollars ($10.00), and.other valuable€onsideration, the receipt and
sufficiency of which are hereby acknowledged, the undersignéd hereby agree fo the terms and provisions set
forth as follows:

1. Compensation for Well: Release of All Claiins

NEWFIELD shall pay to Surface Owrier the sum as set forth in and according to the terms of that
certain Letter Agreement for Easement, Right-of Way,and Surface Use by and between Surface Owner and
NEWFIELD, dated A g, 10 . 2011,,as fulbpayment and satisfaction for any and all detriment,
depreciation, injury or damage of any nature to the Lands or growing crops thereon that may occur as a result
of NEWFIELD’s drilling or completion operations or its continuing activities for the production or
transportation of oil, gas, or other hydrogarbons orproducts associated with the foregoing including, but not
limited to, surface use, access, pipelinés, gathering lines, pipeline interconnections, and any and all other
reasonable or customary uses of laid related 40 said operations or activities.

2. Grant of Right of Way and Easement

Surface Owner hereby grants, bargains, leases, assigns, and conveys to NEWFIELD an easement and
right-of-way fonthe purpose of construction, using and maintaining access roads, locations for surface
equipmeént and subsurface gathering lines for each well drilled upon the Lands, pipelines, and pipeline
interéonnections for two years from date of this agreement and so long thereafter as NEWFIELD’s oil and
gds leases rémain in effect.

This Agreement shall be binding upon the respective heirs, executors, administrators, successors, and
assigns of the,undersigned.

1. EXISTING ROADS

See attached Topographic Map “A”

To reach Newfield Production Company well location site Nephi Moon 14-9-4-2\W-located. in the
SE ¥ SW ¥, Section 9, T4S, R2W, S.L.B. & M., Duchesne County, Utah;

Proceed southwesterly out of Myton, Utah along Highway 40 — 1.4mniles +10'the junction of this
highway and UT State Hwy 53; proceed southwesterly — 3.2 mile$ + to it’s junction with the
beginning of the proposed access road to the east; proceed in aisoutheasterly direction along the
proposed access road — 1,104’ + ; continue along the proposéd access readin a southerly and then
easterly direction — 1,684 + to the proposed well location.

The highways mentioned in the foregoing paragraph are bituminous surfaced roads to the point
where Highway 216 exists to the South, thereaftér the roadsyare constructed with existing
materials and gravel. The highways are maintained by, Utah State road crews. All other roads are
maintained by County crews.

The aforementioned dirt oil field senvice roads and othier roads in the vicinity are constructed out
of existing native materials that aré prevalent to the'existing area they are located in and range
from clays to a sandy-clay shale material.

The roads for access during the drilling; completion and production phase will be maintained at
the standards requireddy the State of\Utah, or other controlling agencies. This maintenance will
consist of some minor grader work far smoothing road surfaces and for snow removal.

2. PLANNED ACCESS ROAD

Approximately 2,788 ofiaccess road is proposed. See attached Topographic Map “B”.

The proposed access road will be an 18’ crown road (9’ either side of the centerline) with drainage
ditches along either side of the proposed road whether it is deemed necessary in order to handle
any run-off from normal meteorological conditions that are prevalent to this area. The maximum
grade will be less than 8%.

There will be no culverts required along this access road. There will be barrow ditches and
turnouts as needed along this road.

There are no fences encountered along this proposed road. There will be no new gates or cattle
guards required.

All construction material for this access road will be borrowed material accumulated during
construction of the access road.

3. LOCATION OF EXISTING WELLS
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Refer to EXHIBIT B.

4, LOCATION OF EXISTING AND/OR PROPOSED FACILITIES

There are no existing facilities that will be used by this well.
It is anticipated that this well will be a producing oil well.

Upon construction of a tank battery, the well pad will be surrounded by a dike of sufficient
capacity to contain at minimum 110% of the largest tank volume within the facility battery:

Tank batteries will be built to State specifications.

All permanent (on site for six (6) months or longer) structures, constructed or installed{(including
pumping units), will be painted a flat, non-reflective, earth tone color to‘match one of the standard
environmental colors, as determined by the Rocky Mountain Five State’ Interagency. Committee.
All facilities will be painted within six months of installation.

6. SOURCE OF ECONSTRUCTION MATERIALS

All construction material for this location shall be borrowed material accumulated during
construction of the location site and access road.

A mineral'material application is not required for this location.

7. METHODS FOR HANDLING WASTE DISPOSAL

A small reserve pit (90’ x 40” x 8’ deep, or less) will be constructed from native soil and clay
materials. The reserve pit will receive the processed drill cutting (wet sand, shale & rock)
removed from the wellbore. Any drilling fluids, which do accumulate in the pit as a result of
shale-shaker carryover, cleaning of the sand trap, etc., will be promptly reclaimed. All drilling
fluids will be fresh water based, typically containing Total Dissolved Solids of less than 3000
PPM. No potassium chloride, chromates, trash, debris, nor any other substance deemed hazardous
will be placed in this pit. A 16 mil liner with felt will be required. Newfield requests approval
that a flare pit be constructed and utilized on this location.

A portable toilet will be provided for human waste.

A trash basket will be provided for garbage (trash) and hauled away to an approved disposal site at
the completion of the drilling activities.

Immediately upon first production, all produced water will be confined to a steel storage tank. If
the production water meets quality guidelines, it is transported to the Ashley, Monument Bultte,
Jonah, and Beluga water injection facilities by company or contract trucks. Subsequently, the
produced water is injected into approved Class 11 wells to enhance Newfield's secondary recovery
project.

Water not meeting quality criteria, is disposed at Newfield's Pariette #4 disposal well (Sec:7,519S
R19E) or at State of Utah approved surface disposal facilities.

8. ANCILLARY FACILITIES:
There are no ancillary facilities planned for at the present time and none foreseen in the near
future.

9. WELL SITE LAYOUT:

See attached Location Layout Sheet.

Fencing Requirements

All pits will be fenced according to the following minimum standards:

a) A 39-inch net wire shall bedised with at'least‘'one strand of barbed wire on top of the net.

b) The net wire shall be no‘more than two (2) inches above the ground. The barbed wire
shall be three (3) inches aboveithe net wire. Total height of the fence shall be at least
forty-two (42) inches.

c) Corner posts shallde centered and/or braced in such a manner to keep tight at all times

d) Standard steel, wood or pipe posts shall be used between the corner braces. Maximum
distance between anytwo posts shall be no greater than sixteen (16) feet.

e) All'wire shall'be stretched, by using a stretching device, before it is attached to the corner
posts.

The reserve pit fencing will be on three (3) sides during drilling operations and on the
fourth side when the rig moves off location. Pits will be fenced and maintained until

cleanup.
10. PLANS FOR RESTORATION OF SURFACE:
a) Producing Location

Immediately upon well completion, the location and surrounding area will be cleared of
all unused tubing, equipment, debris, material, trash and junk not required for production.

The reserve pit and that portion of the location not needed for production

facilities/operations will be recontoured to the approximated natural contours. Weather
permitting, the reserve pit will be reclaimed within one hundred twenty (120) days from
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the date of well completion. Before any dirt work takes place, the reserve pit must have
all fluids and hydrocarbons removed.

b) Dry Hole Abandoned Location

At such time as the well is plugged and abandoned, the operator shall submit a
subsequent report of abandonment and the State of Utah will attach the appropriate
surface rehabilitation conditions of approval.

11. SURFACE OWNERSHIP: Clinton Moon.
See attached Memorandum of Easement, Right of Way, and'Surface
Use Agreement.

12. OTHER ADDITIONAL INFORMATION:

Newfield Production Company requests 2,788’ of planned access road to.be,granted. Refer to
Topographic Map “B”. Newfield Production Company requests 15654 of surface gas line to be
granted. Newfield Production Company requests 1,664’ of buried water line to be granted.

It is proposed that the disturbed area will be 60’ wide to allew. for construction of the proposed
access road, a 10” or smaller gas gathering line, a 3” poly fuel gas line, a buried 3" steel water
injection line and a buried 3” poly water return line. The,planned access road will consist of a 18’
permanent running surface (9’ either side of the centerline) .crowned and ditched in order to handle
any run-off from any precipitation events that aré prevalent'to this area. The maximum grade will
be less than 8%. There will be no culverts required along this access road. There will be turnouts
as needed along this road to allow for increases. ingotential traffic issues. There are no fences
encountered along this proposed road. There will be nosew gates or cattle guards required. All
construction material for this accessa0ad will be borrewed material accumulated during
construction of the access road.

Both the proposed surface gas and buried water lines will tie in to the existing pipeline
infrastructure. Refer to Aopographic Map “C.” The proposed water pipelines will be buried in
a 4-5’ deep trench constructed with atrencher or backhoe for the length of the proposal. The
equipment will run@n the surface and not be flat bladed to minimize surface impacts to precious
topsoil in these Migh Desert environments. If possible, all proposed surface gas pipelines will be
installed on the same side ofithe road as existing gas lines. The construction phase of the planned
access roadyproposed gas lines and proposed water lines will last approximately (5) days.

In the event that,the proposed well is converted to a water injection well, a Sundry Notice form
will be“applied fonthrough the State of Utah DOGM.

Surface Flow Line

Newfield requests 1,644 of surface flow line be granted. The Surface Flow Line will consist of
up te:a 14” bundled pipe consisting of 2-2” poly glycol lines and 1-3” production line. For all new
wells, Newfield. Refer to Topographic Map “C” for the proposed location of the proposed flow
line. Flow lines will be tan and will be constructed using the following procedures:

Clearing and Grading: No clearing or grading of the ROW will be required. The centerline of the
proposed route will be staked prior to installation. Flow lines shall be placed as close to existing
roads as possible without interfering with normal road travel or road maintenance activities. Due
to the proximity of existing facilities, no temporary use or construction/storage areas are
anticipated. If necessary, temporary use or construction/storage areas will be identified on a
topographic map included in the approved permit.

Installation: The proposed flow lines will be installed 4-6" above the ground. For portions along
existing two-track and primary access roads, lengths of pipe will be strung out in the borrow ditch,
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welded together, and rolled or dragged into place with heavy equipment. For pipelines that are
installed cross-country (not along existing or proposed roads), travel along the lines will be
infrequent and for maintenance needs only. No installation activities will be performed during
periods when the soil is too wet to adequately support installation equipment. 1f such equipment
creates ruts in excess of three (3) inches deep, the soil will be deemed too wet to adequately
support the equipment.

Termination and Final Reclamation: After abandonment of the associated production facilities,
the flow lines will be cut and removed, and any incidental surface disturbance reclaimed.
Reclamation procedures will follow those outlined in the Castle Peak and Eight Mile Flat
Reclamation and Weed Management Plan.

a) Newfield Production Company is responsible for informing all persons‘imithe area who
are associated with this project that they will be subject to prosecution'for knowingly
disturbing historic or archaeological sites, or for collecting artifacts. If historiC or
archaeological materials are uncovered during construction, Néwfield is to immediately
stop work that might further disturb such materials and contact the Authorized Officer.

b) Newfield Production will control noxious weeds along rights-of-way for.roads, pipelines,
well sites or other applicable facilities. On State administeredland it is required that a
Pesticide Use Proposal shall be submitted and given.approval priar to the application of
herbicides or other possible hazardous chemicals.

c) Drilling rigs and/or equipment used during drillingioperations on this well site will not be
stacked or stored on State Lands after the conclusion ef drilling operations or at any other
time without State authorization. ‘Hlowever, if State authorization is obtained, it is only a
temporary measure to allow time to make arrangements for permanent storage on
commercial facilities.
